SALARIES FOR SEPARATE SCHOOL 


LATEST NEWS OF 


TEACHERS ARE RAISED BY BOARD 


After Considerable Discussion it is Decided That $50 Each be Given 
to Number of Female Teachers—City Auditors Present Report 
on Finances as a Result of Their Yearly Audit, 


TPolowing the recent application of 
the teaching staff of the Separate 
Schools that salaries might be increas« 
ed, th® matter was discussed by the 
Separate School Board on Thursday 
evening. The board showed a con- 
siderable amount of timidity in ap- 
proaching the subject, owing to the 
fact that expenditure must be kept 
down, with little prospect in the im- 
mediate future of any inerease of 
revenue. At the same time, similar to 
the attitude taken by the public school 
trustees on the question, there was a 
feelitg that some of the lower-paid 
teachers, especially those who had 
been on the staff for some time with- 
out any increases, might be paid a 
Jittle more, 

It Was thought that some incraeses 
might be given without any great ad- 
dition to the total salaries paid, and 
Secretary Tessier stated that he hoped 
to save a considerable amount this 
year on salaries. 

Some Increases Granted. 

Finally, after considerable discus- 
sion, the meeting lasting until mid- 
night, it was decided, on the motion 
of Trustee O'Neill, seeonded by Trus- 
tee Devome, that increases of $50 
shall be given in the cases of the fol- 
lowing female teachers: Misses Walsh, 
‘dard, Shannon, Malone, Phanuff, 
lvester, Shinners, Moret, Magnis, 
O'Grady, Buckles, Pineau, Hanahoe 
and Fitzgerald, and an increase of 
$100 ta one male teacher, Mr. Me- 
Mleney. 

The increases are given subject to 
the final approval of the chairman, 
Trustee Picard, who was unable to re- 


main until the end of the meeting, 
ind If approved will come into force 
March ist.

Says Government Extravagant, Too. 
Claiming that the government was 
not only corrupt, but extravagant, he 


said that it was responsible for over 
$29,000,000 of the $31,269,216 of a 


direct liability on the province. By 
reason, he said, of the consequent 
fixed interest charge of over $1,500,- 
000 the provincial treasury hag prac- 
tically exhausted nearly every known 
method of special tax with the ex- 
ception of a direct tax on land and 
an income tax, He criticised the col- 
lection of the wild land tax and said 
if the reason for it was to bring 
larger areas under cultivation it 
would be more fair for the govern- 
ment to forego the tax on any land 
where sufficient ground was broken 
in one year to make it exempt for 
crop the following year. 

The only salvation of their present 
financial position, as well ag the 
evasion of the necessily of a heavy 
direct tax to redeem the provincial 
credit was, he stated, in the acquis- 
tion by the province of their naturel 
resources. If the opposition was re- 
turned to power and the people 
thereby supported the party which 
had stood since 1905 upon that solid 
and sound basis principle of provin- 
cial ownership and control of our re- 
sources, they would then have pro- 
nounced upon the issue. The sacri- 
fice by the Liberal party of their 
provincial rights in this conneetion 
should, he said, alone condemn them 
before the people, 

Mr. Michener’s Mistake, 
Premier Sifton, with the applause of 
the government side of the House, 
pointed out that there was no Lib- 
eral party in power in 1905. It was 
the government of Mr. Haultain. 
There was, added Mr. Sifton, no Lib- 
eral government appearing on be- 
halt of the people and the only gov- 
ernment representing the people wus 
the government of the Northwest 
territories represented by Mr. Haul- 
tain,

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Was Canada made for the Ross 
rifle, or the Ross rifle for Canada? 

So far Tion. Robert Rogers 
shows no sign of fear of being 
dismissed from the Dominion 
Government for having robbed 
the Manitoba treasury and ecom- 
mnitted perjury to shield himself. 

The best explanation of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s peace leeture is his 
severance of diplomatie relations 
with Germany. The aetion shows 
what Power stands in the way of 
the high ideals the President 
would like to see worked out in the 
affairs of the nations. 

Sir Edward Carson is now First 
Lord of the Admiralty. That may 
be an explanation of the announce- 
inent that the Alliés will make re- 
prisals if the Huns start sinking 
hospital ships, Trishmen are not 
given to encouraging outrages of 
that kind on the part of an enemy 
hy refusing to punish him for 
deing it. 


Sir Robert Borden evidently 
considers the peeuliar political 
talents of Hon. Robert Rogers 
necessary to the existence of his 
Government, and has no intention 
of asking for his resignation. But 
he might at least refrain from 
taking Mr, Rogers to London with 
him. The people of Canada are 
entitled to he excused from hav- 
ing the humiliation put upon them 
of being represented at an Im- 
perial conference by a Minister 
whom an investigating judge has 
found to be a thief and a perjurer, 
‘ There is no apparent advantage 
in keeping within the city b®un- 
daries large areas of land so re- 
motely situated that its owners 
cannot get enough money out of 
it to pay the taxes levied upon it. 
Moreover, while this land is inside 
the city the corporation is under 
moral obligation to extend street 
improvements and publie services 
Yor the aecommodation of small 
colonies of settlers who have al- 
ready, or may in future, locate 
homes in isolated parts of it. In 
days gone by a vast amount of 
money has been spent in extending 
improvements and services to ae- 
commodate settlements of far-out 
taxpayers, at the expense of  re- 
fusing to provide ngeded and de- 
served improvements and  con- 
venienees within the real city it- 
self. It can only be supposed 
that what has happened will hap- 
pen again, with similar results. 
The most the city ean expect to 
get from these outlying stretehes 
of vacant land is the arrears of 
taxes now standing against them, 
Taxes for the future, however 
levied, will have to come from 
people owning property or resid- 
ing within that portion of the 
townsite which has present or rea- 
sonably prospective value for 
business or residential purposes, 
If the owners of these remote areas 
are willing to buy out of the city 
by paying up the arrears, or if 
others are willing to pay up the 
arrears on condition that the land 
be excluded, the city world stand 
to lose little, if any, future taxes 
by accepting the arrangement, and 
would be freed from future  de- 
mands for heavy expenditure.

Singular good fortune seens to 
have favored American sailors on 


the ships which have thns far 
fallen victims to the renewed 
piracy. Until yesterday only 


one American citizen had been re- 


ported as killed, and for some 
reason Washington had not econ- 
sidered this the ‘‘overt act’? de- 


manding a deelaration of war. It 
is, however, only a question of 
time until other seafaring citizens 
of the Republie must share his 
fate. It has been made quite ap- 
parent that the destruetion of 
merchant ships on the high seas is 
being carried on with undiserimi- 
nating disregard for the nation- 
ality of those whase lives ares in 
volved. Any ship which comes 
within range of one of the submer 
sible slayers i8 sunk withont warn- 
ing or distinction. <A declaration 
of war is prohkably only a question 
of days, perhaps of hours. 


The Temperance and Moral Re- 
form League of the province are 
asking the Provincial Government 
to tighten up the provisions of the 
Liquor Act, so as to make it ae- 
complish that restriction of the 
liquor traffie which the public 
had in view when they approved 


the measure by a Ynajority of 
twenty thousand votes. The re-

After the experience of a year and 
a half it may fairly be said that 
there is not anywhere evidence of 
any public inclination to return to 
the license system.

Amendment of the law where 
necessary, and its strict enforee- 
ment, to the end of making abso- 
lute prohibition of the traffic, is 
the positive disposition of the 
people of this province. 


Tlon, Robert Rogers says the 
Southam newspapers are ‘‘sore’’ 
at him because he refused to buy 
a Montreal post office site which 
the Southams wanted to unload on 
the Government at a faney price. 
Despite his recent perjury in a 
Manitoba court of inquiry, it is 
seareely probable Mr. Rogers 
would make such an accusation 
unless he had something to back 
it up. ‘It is entirely in keeping 
with his Manitoba record, how- 
ever, to suppose that if the alleged 
deal broke down because of Mr. 
Rogers’ opposition to it that op- 
position arose from the unwilling- 
ness of the Southams to satisfac- 
torily split the profits. Whatever 
the Southams tried to put over, 
and whatever the reason they did 


not succeed, has nothing to do 
with the fact that upon quite 
other grounds Mr. Rogers has 


been shown to be an unfit person 
to hold a representative place in 
Canadian life or to have in trust 
the money of the public. The 
Southams are not responsible for 
Mr. Rogers having raised the ten- 
der on the Manitoba Agricultural 
College for campaign fund  pur- 
poses, and haying sworn falsely 
in court in hope of evading the 
consequences. The exposure of 
these depredations cannot be ob- 
scured by any recital of attempts 
the Southams may have made to 
get their hands in the public trea- 
sury. Mr. Rogers should go, and 
will unless Sir Robert Borden con- 
siders that sort of political clever- 


ness an asset rather than a liability 


to his Government.

The green flag bearing a harp— 
whether with or without the crown— 
is not the official flag of Ireland. The 
green flag was the rebel flag in 1798. 
and it bore the harp, but no crown. If 
there is what may be called the offi- 
clal flag, as distinet from the Union 
Jack, it is a blue flag, having upon it 
i golden harp, surmounted by a 
crown, Ireland was represented at 
the funeral of Queen Elizabeth by a 
flag of this kind, Three golden crowns 
set upon a blue ground are the arms 
of the Province of Munster, and were 
the ancient arms of Ireland from the 
conquest in 1172. In 15609 Henry VIII. 
ascended the throne as King of Eng- 
land, France, ete., and “Lord of Ire- 
land’; but in 1542 he assumed the 
title of “King of Ireland,” and on be- 
ing proclaimed as such he placed the 
harp of Hibernia upon the coinage 
that he then issued, instead of three 
crowns. Queen Elizabeth was the 
first English sovereign to place an 
Irish emblem in the official insignia. 
She inserted a harp, instead of the 
three golden crowns, in the Great 
Seal, as emblem of the Irish nation, 
Her successor, James 1, was the first 
king to introduce an Irish emblem ,
